The World Abroad. | 


CABLE DISPATCHES. 
Great Britain. 


Lonvon, May 10.—The Times to-day in an edi- 
torial on the Treaty of Washington, says: “Neither 
England nor Canada ever raised the question of 
exclusive privilege in the navigation of the St Law- 
rence. The terms of settlement of the San Juan 
boundary are satisfactory to England, and the 
only difficulty is as to the plan of adjustment of 
the Alabama claims.” 

The Times doubts whether the treaty will be 
ratified by the Senate, but nevertheless trusts it 
will be adopted and become a final solution of all 
the difficulties between the two countries. 

In the House of Commons this evening the 
Govenment bill requiring and regulating the re- 
gistration of voters was carried by only 10 major- 
ity. 

A steamer left to-day to attempt to repair the 
broken Atlantic cables. 

Loxnpon, May 11.—The United States storeship 
Relief, from New York and Philadelphia, with 
provisions for the sufferers of France from the late 
war, has arrived off Scilly Islands. 

Lonpoy, May 11.—In the House of Lords, in 
repty to a question from the Opposition, Lord 
Granville declined to state whether English ciaims 
in the United States will be adjudicated in Eng- 
land. 

Lonpox, May 12.—Sir John Frederick William 
Herschel, the only son of the great astropomer, 
and himself an astronomer of world wide repute, 
died this morning, at the age of 79. 

Lonpox, May 12.—In the House of Lords to- 
day Lord Redesdale asked whether the United 
States could legally raise a question of remunera- 
tion for vessels and property destroyed by the 
Alabama. He argued that the Southern States of 
the American Union were alone responsible for the 
depredations of the Alabama and kindred ships, 
and that the Government of Great Britain could 
not have legally detained the Alabama, for she was 
not armed when she left British waters. 

Earl Granville said that he was glad that the 
question had been raised, as it gave him an op- 
— of stating that the adjustment made at 

Vashington had not turned upon the point sup- 
posed by Lord Redesdale, and that the Crown ad- 
yisers had not even suggested it. He promised 
that before the treaty was ratified there should be 
ample opportunity for a full consideration of its 
provisions, but in the meantime expressed regret 
at the occurrence of desultory discussions. 

Granville, in continuation, admitted that it was 
the duty of the Govrnment to give every attention 
to the view of the subject presented by Mr. Redes- 
dale, as well as to all other matters which would 
aid it in resistance to the payment of these claims. 
He concluded by stating that the treaty itself 
would be in the hands of the Government by the 
end of next week, and that it would be promptly 
laid before Parliament for consideration. 

The consideration of the Lrish question was con- 
tinued until the recess. 

At the evening session Mr. Macfie, member for 
Leith, moved for the appointment of a select com- 
mittee to investigate the relations of the colonies 
both to the mother country and to each other, and 
to ascertain in what manner they can be strength- 
ened and bound in closer ties of friendship and 
loyalty. Withdrawn after some debate. 

Lonpon, May 13.—The Times of to-day is con- 
vinced that the basis and essential provisions in 
the treaty at Washington will certainly be adopted 
by the American Senate, and, therefore, believes 
that the treaty is virtually concluded. As for the 
treaty itself, it is the result of mutual concession, 
aud the Zimes finds in it nothing inconsistent with 
National honor, or that England was not ready to 
make a sacrifice to restore amity between the 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon family. 

The health of Emperor Napoleon is much better. 

Lonpon, May 14.—A dispatch from Paris to- 
day reports the death of M. Auber, musical com- 
poser, at the age of 89. 

Lonpon, May 15.—In the House of Commons 
to-night Viscoynt Enfield, under-secretary of for- 
eign affairs, said that the government was not 
prepared to state the exact terms of the treaty of 
Washington, as a copy of the document was not 
yet received. Disraeli, therefore, postponed put- 
ting the question to the government in relation 
thereto of which he had previously given notice. 
Mr. Gladstone promised that the treaty should be 
instantly submitted to Parliament on its arrival. 

In the House of Lords Earl Russell gave notice 
of his intention to move an address to the Queen 
against sanctioning the ratification of the Alabama 
treaty in case the arbitrators are bound by rules 
and conditions other than the laws of nations and 
English municipal laws existing daring the civil 
war in the United States, when the alleged depre- 
dations on American commerce were committed.

Germany. 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, May 10.—A definite 
treaty of peace between France and Germany was 
signed at two o’clock this afternoon. 

Beri, May 10.—A dispatch from Frankfort 
to the Provincial correspondent says that the ne- 
gotiations completed to-day will result in effecting 
real and durable peace, and not merely in remoy- 
ing temporary difficulties. 

FRANKFORT, May 11.—Bismarck has returned 
to Berlin, and Favre and Pouyer Quertier to Ver- 
sailler. 

Beruix, May 12.—In the German Parliament 
to-day Bismarck gave the particulars of his recent 
visit to Frankfort, to confer with Favre and 
Pouyer Quertier. He said that if the object 
sought had not been accomplished, the Germans 
would have taken possession of Paris and de- 
manded the withdrawal of the Versailles forces 
behind the Loire. The treaty which was con- 
cluded hastens the payment of the war indemnity 
to Germany. A half a milliard of it is to be paid 
by France in thirty days after the entry of the 
Versailles army into Paris, and a milliard more 
before the end of December of the present year. 
Then only will the Germans evacuate the Paris 
forts. As to the abrogation of the commercial 
treaty, Bismarck s that the withdrawal of 
France from the maintenance of that instrument 
was merely for the purpose and in the hope of the 
receipt ‘of increased customs duties with which to 
liquidate her indebtedness. The ratifications of 
tse treaty are to be exchanged on the 20th inst.

Vienna, May 9.—The Reichsrath has rejected 
the bill granting to the Diets of the various provin- 
ces of the Empire the right to the initiation in 
legislation. 

VersAILLes, May 11.—Important news has 
been received from Algeria, where the condition 
of affairs has decidedly improved. The Arab in- 
surgents have been defeated in an engagement in 
which their leader, Kilife Mokrain, was killed.
